London, P-ob. TS.—An important par- 


liamentary paper was issued giving 
the terms ot a practical alliance be- 
tween Great Britain and Japaa for the 
preservation of China and Korea. The 
paper covers a dispatch sent by.Lord 
Lansdowne, the secretary of state for 
£orsisn affairs, Jan. SO, to the British 
Minister at Tokyo, Sir Claude SI. Mac- 
Donald, and comprises a signed copy 
of the agreement. In explanation the 
papers say the agreement may be re- 
garded as an outcome of the events 
of the past two years. 


Lord Lansdowne says that the Brit- 


ish government was largely influenced 
in entering upon this important coa- 
tract by tbe conviction that it con- 
tains no provisions which can be re- 
garded as aggressive or self-seeking. 
Hs says it is concluded merely as a 
measure of precamioii, stud that it in 
no way threatens the present position 
or legitimate interests of other powers.
